ced countitJB. lie proposes to pump the 
water to the top of a hill immediately at 
the western point of tho lake, and from 
this point it can be run over the vast 
aioaof land it ia dueir«d to transform 
from a deanrt into productive fields. 


Thu power for the pumping, accord- 


ing to Mr. Duvia1 piano, it) to be furn- 
ished from an electric plane deriving 
wnter power from Kings river at a point 
above Uenterville. From this place the 
current is to bo transmitted to the laku 
by tueausof wires. 


Mr. Davis is eaid to have tho backing 


of shrewd capitalists, who think they 
ECO a feasible plan to reclaim the West 
8ide country and render tho lands, 
which are now worth very little, very 
valuable. The engineer htiu buen work- 


ig on the scheme lor years. 
Mr. Davis haa tiled a petition with the 


secretary of tlie interior and at the 
Visalia land office for permission "to 
locate, uee and acquire fur a reservoir 
site and for purposes of irrigation Tulare 
lake and the water therein."

How tbe Importer Can Get 


Advantage. 


SAN FIIANCISUO, August ti.—A. decision 


of tbe board of general appraisers wag 
received by Collector Jackson today 
which, it is believed, opens the way foi 
BOiue importers to get their goods out o f 
the bonded warehouse by paying the 
rate of duties under the Wileon tariff 
instead of under tbe higher duties of 
the Dingley tariff act. They will have 
to remain iu bond three years, however, 
before it can be done. 


Tbe principle of the decision is that 


gooda which remain in bond for over 
three years are to be deemed aban- 
doned to the government and the aban- 
donment relates back to tlie time the 
goods were first entered. The govern- 
ment then sells them, anil after retain- 
ing the amount, of duty assessed at the 
time of the abandonment, which IB the 
time of entry, i>aya the balance over to 
the importer. In the case decided tho 
old duty was the higher. In tbe caeo of 
imports sold now the old duty would he 
the lower. But the principle is the 
same, and unices congress acts to pro- 
tect the revenues of the government the 
importer will get the advantage in the 
rate.
